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We're  happy  that  you  are  considering  working  for  the  USDA 
Forest  Service!  In  this  booklet,  we  describe  the  basic  steps  you  will 
use  to  apply  for  a  permanent  position  with  the  Forest  Service. 
Information  about  career  opportunities  and  benefits  is  available  in 
other  publications  or  from  Forest  Service  personnel  offices. 

The  Forest  Service  is  taking  part  in  an  experiment,  along  with 
the  Agricultural  Research  Service,  to  simpUfy  the  hiring  of  Federal 
workers.  This  experiment  is  being  conducted  as  a  demonstration 
project,  ''Demo"  for  short,  that  is  authorized  by  law  and  approved 
by ^  the  Office  of  Personnel  Management  (OPM).  If  the  new  system 
proves  successful,  the  OPM  may  recommend  changes  in  Federal 
hiring  procedures  to  Congress. 

What  this  means  to  you  is  that  some  parts  of  the  Forest  Service 
(about  70  percent)  will  be  using  this  new  Demo  system  and  the 
remainder  will  continue  to  use  the  traditional  hiring  system,  so  the 
two  can  be  compared.  Because  the  Demo  system  and  traditional 
hiring  procedures  will  be  operating  at  the  same  time  within  the 
Forest  Service,  you  need  to  know  where  you  want  to  work,  so 
you  can  determine  which  hiring  system  to  use.  You  can  find  the 
names  of  Forest  Service  units  and  the  hiring  system  for  each  listec 
inside  this  booklet. 
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How  to  Apply 

For  the  Demo  protedwe,  when  a 
job  is  advertised,  you  apply  directly 
to  the  Forest  Service  unit  advertising 
the  job.  You  can  receive  information 
about  job  advertisements  and 
application  procedures  from  the 
OPM  Federal  Job  Information  Center 
or  State  employment  office  nearest 
the  unit  or  from  the  unit  itself.  No 
written  tests  are  given  for  positions 
filled  through  this  procedure.  You 
can  obtain  more  information  from 
the  personnel  offices  at  the  locations 
listed  in  this  booklet.  Contact  the 
personnel  offices  for  the  regions  to 
get  further  information  for  the 
national  forests  and  other  units  in 
that  region. 

For  the  traditional  procedure,  you 
should  contact  any  of  the  OPM 
Federal  Job  Information  Centers 
about  applying  for  a  rating  and 


placement  on  a  register.  Written  tests 
are  required  for  many  occupations. 
(Note  that  for  some  occupations, 
OPM  has  delegated  authority  to 
agencies,  including  the  Forest 
Service,  to  accept  and  rate  appUca- 
tions.  Information  is  available  at 
Federal  Job  Information  Centers 
about  these  occupations.  Procedures 
may  vary  in  these  situations  from 
occupation  to  occupation  and  agency 
to  agency.) 

During  the  experimental  period 
(July  1990  through  June  1995), 
applicants  for  all  permanent  posi- 
tions with  the  Forest  Service  need  to 
fill  out  and  submit  a  questionnaire 
when  applying  for  a  job.  Your 
answers  are  important  to  us  for 
evaluating  the  project,  and  they  will 
remain  completely  confidential  and 
have  no  relation  to  your  evaluation 
for  the  position  you  are  applying  for. 
Your  cooperation  in  providing  this 
information  is  appreciated.
